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(54) ELECTRONIC MAIL RECEIVING SYSTEM 

(57) Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To voice-output the text data of 
an electronic mail with sound quality corresponding to 
the sex or age of a transmitter. 

SOLUTION: This system is provided with a voice data 
storing part 53 which stores voice data for voice- 
outputting text data for each criteria, a criteria 
deciding part 16 which decides which criteria to which 
transmitter belongs based on the received electronic 
mail, and a voice signal outputting part 19 and a 
speaker 20 which select the voice data of the decided 
criteria for the voice output of the text data, and 
voice-outputs the text data.

.CLAIMS 



[Claim] 

[Claim 1] A voice data storage means it has memorized for every criteria, respectively by which are the 
electronic mail receiving system equipped with the function which carries out the voice output of the text data, 
and the voice data for carrying out the voice output of the text data was classified based on the audio special 
feature, A criteria decision means to determine to what ** of the aforementioned criteria the addresser of this 
electronic mail belongs based on the electronic mail which received, A selection means to choose as the voice 
outputs of the text data of the aforementioned electronic mail the voice data of the criteria determined by the 
aforementioned criteria decision means, The electronic mail receiving system characterized by having the 
voice-output means which carries out the voice output of the text data of the aforementioned electronic mail 
using the voice data chosen by the aforementioned selection means. 

[Claim 2] It is the electronic mail system which has an address storage means to memorize the personal 
information containing the sex and age other than the mail address for every transceiver partner of electronic 
mail further in a claim 1 , and is characterized by what a criteria decision means determines for the criteria to 
which the addresser of electronic mail who received with reference to the personal information on the 
aforementioned address storage means belongs. 

[Claim 3] It is the electronic mail receiving system which has further an analysis means to analyze the 
vocabulary in the text data of electronic mail, in a claim 1, and is characterized by what a criteria decision 
means determines for the criteria to which the addresser of electronic mail who received based on the analysis 
result of the aforementioned analysis means belongs. 

[Claim 4] It is the electronic mail receiving system which has the analysis means of a claim 3 further in a claim 
2, and is characterized by what a criteria decision means determines for the criteria to which the addresser of 
electronic mail who received based on the analysis result of the aforementioned analysis means when the 
addresser of electronic mail was not memorized by the aforementioned address storage means belongs. 
[Claim 5] The electronic mail receiving system characterized by what the manager side of a mail server has a 
criteria decision means and a voice data storage means for in either the claim 1 - the claim 4. 
[Claim 6] Personal Digital Assistant equipment characterized by incorporating the electronic mail receiving 
system of either the claim 1 - the claim 4, or the electronic mail receiving system except the criteria decision 
means and voice data storage means of a claim 5. 
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• MEANS 



[The means for solving a technipal problem] The electronic mail receiving system of a claim 1 is an electronic 
• ^mail receiving system equipped with the function which carries out the voice output of the text data. A voice 
data storage means it has memorized for every criteria, respectively by which the voice data for carrying out the 
voice output of the text data was classified based on the audio special feature, A criteria decision means to 
determine to what ** of the aforementioned criteria the addresser of this electronic mail belongs based on the 
electronic mail which received, A selection means to choose as the voice outputs of the text data of the 
aforementioned electronic mail the voice data of the criteria determined by the aforementioned criteria decision 
means, It is characterized by having the voice-output means which carries out the voice output of the text data 
of the aforementioned electronic mail using the voice data chosen by the aforementioned selection means. The 
electronic mail system of a cliaim 2 has an address storage means to memorize the personal information which 
includes the sex and age other than the mail address further for every transceiver partner of electronic mail in a 
claim 1, and a criteria decision means is characterized by determining the criteria to which the addresser of 
electronic mail who received with reference to the personal information on the aforementioned address storage 
means belongs. The electronic mail receiving system of a claim 3 has an analysis means to analyze the 
vocabulary in the text data of electronic mail further, in a claim 1, and a criteria decision means is characterized 
by determining the criteria to which the addresser of electronic mail who received based on the analysis result 
of the aforementioned analysis means belongs. The. electronic mail receiving system of a claim 4 has the 
analysis means of a claim 3 further in a claim 2, and it is characterized by determining the criteria to which the 
addresser of electronic mail who received the criteria decision means based on the analysis result of the 
aforementioned analysis means when the addresser of electronic mail was not memorized by the 
aforementioned address storage means belongs. The electronic mail receiving system of a claim 5 is 
characterized by the manager side of a mail server having a criteria decision means and a voice data storage 
means in either the claim 1 - the claim 4. Personal Digital Assistant equipment of a claim 6 is characterized by 
incorporating the electronic mail receiving system of either the claim 1 - the claim 4, or the electronic mail 
receiving system except the criteria decision means and voice data storage means of a claim 5.

[Gestalt of implementation of invention] The ** type view in which drawing 1 (a) shows the appearance of the 
cellular-phone equipment (cellular-phone equipment of the gestalt of enforcement) with which the electronic 
mail receiving system of this invention is incorporated, the block diagram in which (b) shows the configuration 
of the cellular-phone equipment of (a), the block diagram showing the function to in_which drawing 2 
processes electronic mail using the control unit 10 and the storage 50 of drawing 1 (b), and drawing 3 are 
explanatory drawings which illustrate the data memorized by the address storage section 51 of drawing 2 . 
[0006] If data are received by the receiving set 60, a receiving set 60 investigates whether received data are 
electronic mail, and when it is electronic mail, it will send it to the text data / addresser address extraction 
section 1 1 in a control unit 10. the case where they are other data other than electronic mail — being concerned - 
- others — the means for processing data 
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
